General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

For  Tuberculosis — Ransom  Sanatorium  provided  by  County 
Council. 

For  Fever  Cases — We  have  arrangements  with  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Authority. 

For  Smallpox — We  maintain,  with  four  other  Districts,  the 
Rushcliflfe  Hospital. 

The  General  Hospitals  of  Nottingham  are  available  for 
cases  from  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases — provided  by  Fever  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  cases — provided  by  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Stapleford 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Count}'^  Council,  which  also 
provides  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  a  Treatment 
Centre  for  Venereal  Diseases,  at  Nottingham.

ProfeMional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  arrangement  for  this  is  made  by  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity,  but  District  Nursing  at  Bramcote,  Chilwell  and  part 
of  Stapleford  is  done  by  a  Nursing  Association.  The  six 
Midwives  practising  in  the  area  are  not  employed  or 
subsidi.sed  by  the  Local  Authority. 


Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water. — A  new  reservoir  is  under  construction  and  when 
this  is  completed  we  will  be  able  to  obtain  a  supply  of 
satisfactory  character  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Board.  Eventually  we  will  draw’  on  Nottingham 
which  at  present  is  supplying  water  to  the  developed 
portions  of  Chilwell  and  portions  of  Bramcote  and 
Toton. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Schemes  are  prepared  for 
sewerage  and  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Stapleford,  and  the  Western  portion  of  Bramcote. 
There  is  under  consideration  a  general  scheme  for 
Chilwell,  Toton  and  the  Southern  portion  of  Bramcote 
(for  which  a  temporary  one  has  been  installed). 
Negotiations  with  neighbouring  Authorities  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  drainage  of  the  Sand  Flat  portion  of 
Bramcote  have  so  far  had  no  result.
